Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 and 
2 are allowed over the art of record because the prior art does not teach or suggest a 
residual current detection circuit comprising means for detecting an imbalance current 
indicative of a residual current by providing an output simultaneously to two channels 
wherein the first channel provides a first signal while the amplitude of the output 
exceeds a predetermined level and the second channel provides a second signal 
wherein the application of the second signal is delayed with respect to the application of 
the first signal to a circuit stage, whereby produces an output only when the applied first 
and second signals are coincident and only if the duration of the first signal is greater 
than the delay in the application of the second signal. 

Claims 3-9 are allowable as their base claims are allowable for the above 
reasons.
